WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.—"“It seems 


to the President that the high task 


undertaken in seeking to bring about 


an agreement of the powers to meet in 
a second peace conference is virtually

“The most important news I learned 
during the trip.” he —e “was that 
the Chinese government is taking the 
same steps toward establishing a con- 
stitutional government that Japap took 
thirty yeare ago and which have aided 
so materially toward the development 
of that country.

Specimens were stripped from the 
parent stem and bottled for exhibition 
at the Chamber of Commerce. What 
was ieft of the bunch was given a 
piace of honor among the choice fruits 
displayed at the Chamber yesterday, 
and it was there that a Times photog- 
rapher caught his picture of the dates 
and their champion.

DEATH NOT SECOND OFF. 


Two Men Have Wonderful Escape Un- 
der. Faliing Freight Elevator and 
Tens of Debris. 


Oswald Zahn. a young capitalist of 
this city, escaped being crushed to 
death by less than the space of one 
second yesterday in an elevator acci- 
dent, in the new Zahn building at 
Franklin street and Broadway. 

Charlies Mickell, a brick mason em- 
ployed on the building. was seriously 
hurt In the same accident. 

J. 8. Sloan, the superintendent of 
construction on the bullding, shared 
Zahn's miraculous escape from death. 

The accident took place in the mid- 
die of the afternoon. The big freight 
elevator which takes brick and mortar 
to the workmen at the top of the 
building somehow stuck. Mickell went 
up to fix it. 

The long shank-like uprights be- 
tween which the elevator runs, leaned 
too close together. In working to pull 
them apart, @lickell brought the whole 
business, scaffold and uprights and 
elevator, down with a tremendous 
crash, tong of material thundering 
from the roof to the basement. 

Luckily, the elevator was only up as 
high as the first floor. On it were Mr. 
Sioan and Mr. Zahn, who were wait- 
ing for the uprights to be fixed in or- 
der that they might inepect the base- 
ment. 

At the rst break, the devator 
dropped like a brick into the base- 
ment, lighting with a great crash. 

“Some sort of instinct saved my 
life.” said Zahn. after the accident. 

“When the elevator lit in the base- 
ment I was thrown violently off my 
feet. Without exactly knowing why or 
what I did, I serambled out of the 
elevator shaft and away into the base- 
ment under the floor. I was just 
clear when the whole top of the ele. 
vator shaft toppled over into the ele. 
vator hole. It was followed by several 
loads of brick and mortar, all the 
heavy timbers, and lastly by poor 
— who fell all the way from the 
roof. 

“The only hurt I got from this aston- 
ishing escape was a cut on the end of 
my thumb.” 

Sloan had much the same expert- 
ence, scrambling out of the way in 
time to save all but his shin from the 
débris. Some of it caught his last fy- 
ing leg and skinned it badly. 

Mickell fell at the same time with 
the main of the débris and lit 
within the bottom of the shaft. He 
was severely cut about the head and 
was knocked unconscious. He was 
taken to the Receiving Hospital, 
where bis wounds were dressed. He 
was able to go home a little while 
afterward, in a surgeons 
do not regard 
ous.
